WIFE 
GETS DIVORCE.

PORTLAND (Or.) April 26.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch] Lillian Elisa- 
beth Wyatt Bourne was granted a di- 
vorce from Jonathan Bourne, Jr., 
after a hearing in Judge Gaten's 
court today. No alimony was a- 
lowed by the decree, as it was not 
asked. Mre. Bourne refused to say 
anything about property settlement, 
but Frederick V. Holman, her attor- 
ney, said that such arrungements had 
been made privately, as to insure 
Mrs. Bourne an ample and liberal in- 
come. 

Mrs. Bourne told the court that 
when she married her husband he 
Was practically “broke” as far as 
ready money was concerned and that 
she used her money in helping him 
along. Later, when they settled up 
she received her share in bonds, 
which he cautioned her to surrender 
under no circumstances. She as- 
serted that Mr. Bourne lost his tem- 
per and berated her in the later years 
of her married life when she in- 
sisted on observing Pir caution to 
the extent of to deliver the 
bonds to him. 

CLEAR SAILING,

Marshall and Bacon Uphold 
Secretary of State. 


Views of Senator O’Gorman 
Are in Opposition. .

“A treaty with another country for- 
mally and legally made, is binding 
upon all the States,“ said the Vice- 
President today. “No State Legisia- 
ture can pass any law conflicting with 
it When the individual States em- 
powered the Federal government to 
make treaties with foreign nations, 
they conferred at the same time all 
things necessary to its exercise and 
bound themselves not to do anything 
to make that power inoperative.” 

O’GORMAN OPPOSES. 

Senator O'Gorman of New 
took an opposite view: 

“If the national lawmakers «gree 
to a treaty which would interfere 
with the rights of the States to exer- 
cise powers especially reserved to 
them, they exceed their authority. 
The States are sovereign in their sep- 
arate field just as the Federal gov- 
ernment is sovereign in the exercise 
of its delegated powers.”

Senator Bacon, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, agrees

When the early prospects of a large 
apple crop in all sections of America 
became assured in midsummer, 4 
grower at Lebanon, Mo., with an or- 
chard of 100 acres, went to New York 
to solicit orders. He had the idea that 
an exclusive offering would command 
high prices, and advised some of the 
commission men to try a few in- 
dividual boxed apples for the trade, 
in addition to their order for several 
thousand barrels of apples for the 
general market. One New York com- 
mission man signed a con- 
tract for 6000 apples, for which he 
was to pay 16 cents each at Lebanon, 
the number being limited to make 
them sufficiently exclusive. 

Each apple was perfectly sound, of 
high color and uniform shape, not leas 
than three and one-half inches in 
diameter, nor more than a quarter of 
an inch larger. Dach stem had at 
least two fresh leaves attached and

SIX KOREANS APPEAL.

SALONIKA, April 26.—On urgent 
orders from the Bulgarian command- 
ers at Seres, the Seventh Bulgarian 
Artillery left here today for that 
place. The Fourteenth Bulgarian In- 
fantry Regiment is to follow on Mon- 
day. e reason for this movement 
of troops has mot been made known, 
but the Bulgarian army has been 
concentrating for some time at Seres, 
which lies forty miles northeast of 
this city and is the most important 
town in Eastern Macedonia. 

Presumably the troops are prepar- 
ing to face the Servian con- 
centration on the Garder River. There 
is much rejoicing among the Greeks 
here over the disappearance of the 
Bulgarian troops from this city. 


AN IMPORTANT MEASURE. 


Senate Passes Bill Authorizing the 
Formation of Public Utilities Dis- 


tricta to Provide Sewage Facilities. 


One of the most important bills be- 
fore the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, In its effects on the interests of 
communities was passed last week, 
when the Public Utilities District Act 
received the favorable vote of the 
State Senate, and is now in the hands 
of the Governor. This measure, 
Graun by Senator Carr of Pasadena, 
with the help of the City Attorneys 
from most of the cities In the San 
Gabriel Valley, and jointly presented 
in the two branches of the Legislature 
by Senator Carr and Assemblyman 
Gates, provides the legal form dy 
means of which the outfall sewer for 
the Sen Gabriel Valley may be con- 
structed and operated. 

By the terms of the bill no city 
can join in a public utilities district 
with other cities for any purpose ex- 
cept upon a favorable vote of the citi- 
zens, while before any bonds are is- 
sued by the district the usual two- 
thirds vote of the people is necessary. 
The administration of the work is 
entrusted to a Board of Directors with 
the representatives from every city, 
the larger places having a slightly 
greater influence. The directors will 
leave the greater part of the detail 
to a commission of three, reserving 
the general supervision. It is ex- 
pected that under this plan, while 
the interests of every citizen will be 
protected, an efficient machinery has 
been provided, which can be used not 
only for the sewer, but for water, gas, 
electricity, transportation, garbage 
disposal, parks and, in fact, any ac- 
tivity which could better be carried 
on by the co-operation of cities than 
through the efforts of any single mu- 
nicipality. 

Leading members ot the Inter-City 
Commission, which has been particu- 
larly active in working for the pas- 


question is pressing in many of the 
cities, and that the bill will shortly 
be tried out. The County Board of 
Supervisors has recently made it 
known that it will not allow more 
sewer farms to be established in the 
county, outside of city limits, although 
very few cities have enough territory 
to permit them to include the neces- 
sary works. Cesspools still prevail 
in most of the smalier cities, a sys- 
tem which has been proven very un- 
sanitary, as well as expensive. It 
is estimated that by co-operating the 
cities can dispose of their sewage not 
only more effectively but cheaper. 
since the cost of treatment works does 
not increase proportionately with 
their size, a condition which is also 
true of mains and rights of way. 

In the plan of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley cities the State Board of Health 
and the grand jury are co-operating. 
since these bodies feel that the pro- 
posed trunkline outfall sewer and the 
sea is the most practical and sanitary 
way to solve this pressing problem. 
Extensive surveys which were made 
by Olmeted and Gillelen, consulting 
engineers for the cities, have shown 
that the outfall sewer is entirely prac- 
ticadle, and now that the necessary 
legal moans has been provided, it ts 
expected that steps will shortly be 
taken to bring the issue of the bulld- 
ing of the sewer before the people. 


THE CHINESE LOAN. 


New York Banker Lum Into the 
White House the Terms of Deal 
Under Way. 

[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—J. Sears, 
representing H. B. Hollins & Co., New 
York bankers, brought to the White 
House today the terms of the loan 
which his firm is negotiating with 
China. A fortnight ago Secretary 
Bryan told Mr. Sears io submit the 
terms of the loan to the department 
for observation, and Mr. Sears in- 
quired at the White House with whom 
he might take the matter up in the 
absence of Mr. Bryan. He was re- 
ferred to John Bassett M 
Acting Secretary of State. 

Mr. Sears said he had assurances 
from the Chinese Minister here that 
the loan would be contracted for in 
preference to the five-power loan. He 
said the present arrangement was to 
lend China from $10,000,000 to $25,- 
600,000 for a short time, and then, if 
the conditions were satisfactory. a 
loan of $125,000,000 for fifty years 
would be made. Mr. Sears explained 
that no governmental aid was desired

“The Presi- 
dent had not proceeded far ere he 
‘uttered the following: We have 
sought in our tariff schedules to give 
manufacturers what they thought they 
needed in order to maintain a prac- 
tically exclusive market as against the 
rest of the world. 

“"We have built up a set of privi- 
leges and exemptions from competi- 
tion behind which it was easy to or- 
ganize monopoly, until at last every- 
thing thrives by concerted arrange- 
ment. Only new principles of action 
will save us from a final hard erystal- 
lization of monopoly.“ 

“That was the keynote of the 
speech, the basis of his argument,” 
deciared Kahn. “Thus early was the 
listener able to realize what free 
trade means, free competition was the 
doctrine which the President has 
taken for his guide in framing tariff 
legislation. It is the doctrine of the 
free trader, and before the conclud- 
ing word of the message had been 
uttered it had become evident that 
ultimate free trade is his hope and 
his destre. 

“I deny that the protective tariff is 
responsible for monopolies and com- 
binations. If that be true doctrine 
there ought be no combination or 
monopolies in free-trade Engiand, 
while ‘fact remains that Great 
Britain is honeycombed with combi- 
nations.” 

Turning his attention to Under- 
wood, Kahn declared: “I do not be- 
lieve the gentleman really lays the 
flattering unction to his soul that the 
Democratic majority In this Congress 
is due entirely to Democracy's stand 
on the tariff question.

EARL REPUDIATED. 
The last nail in EK. Tobias Earl's po- 
litical coffin was driven yesterday by 
the Executive Committee of the Pro- 
gressive County Central Committee. 
That organization emphatically repu- 
diated the defunct boss and denounced 
the efforts of his organs to bolster up 
the shadowy Taxpayers’ League by 
claiming for it the support of the 
Progressive party. The following 
statement was unanimously approved 
by the committee at a regularly called 
meeting held yesterday at the head- 
quarters of the organization: 
“An association known as the Tax- 
payers Progressive League is being 
given wide publicity in certain news- 
papers. It has been announced that 
that association is occupying the 
rooms formerly used as the Progress- 
ive headquarters; the candidates, es- 
pecially for Council, who have been 
endorsed by the organization referred 
to have been designated in certain 
newspapers as the Progressive candi- 
dates for Council; and a call is is- 
sued for Progressive committeemen 
as such, to call at said headquarters 
and enroll for the campaign. 
“During the recent charter amend- 
ment campaign this committee adopt- 
ed a resolution discountenancing the

“This committee desires to assure

VICTORS FIGHT 
SPOILS. 


County Democrats Divided 
Over Patronage. | 


Meeting Finally Leaves It to 
Committee. 


Chairman and His Adherents 
Clean Out Newby. 


The Democratic County Central 
Committee of Los Angeles county held 
an old-fashioned Democratic pow-wow 
at Symphony Hall yesterday after- 
noon, nearly every city In the county 
being represented. The undismayed 
and unterrified argued and fought and 
wrangled for more than three hours 
over the manner in which the plums 
of political victory shall be divided, 
the control of the organization being 
incidentally involved. 

When the smoke of battle cleared 
away, Chairman Hamilton Cotton and 
Secretary John Steele were more firm- 
ly than ever entrenched and their 
noisily loyal adherents were cheering 
them wildly. Nathan Newby's prop- 
osition that the committee should 
keep out of the contests for Federal 
appointments was defeated and a 
counter-resolution authorizing the 
chairman to appoint a committee of 
thirty-three to make recommendations 
was carried. 

In the course of the argument 
charges and counter-charges were 
made in connection with the scramble 
for the loaves and fishes made avail- 
able to Democrats, after many long. 
lean years, by Wilson's election as 
President. It was asserted by the 
Cotton faction that unless the County 
Central Committee used its power and 
its prerogative appointments to Fed- 
eral positions in this county would be 
made at the behest of Republican 
Congressmen and the faithful and de- 
serving workers would be left out in 
the cold. 

Following the roll call a motion was 
made to recognize proxies. This was 
voted down. A resolution presented 
by Lorin A. Handley indorsing the 
administration's tariff policies, was 
adopted without debate. 

“Silver, Dick“ Warner precipitated 
the first outbreak when he offered a 
resolution to stand by the administra- 
tion in its. policy on all anti-alien leg- 
isiation. Joseph Simons led the op- 
position to the resolution with a vig- 
orous speech and a score of men

The first gun in the real fight of 
the meeting was fired by Albert Nor- 
ton, who submitted a resolution in- 
dorsing Lioyd W. McAtee for Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector. It was tabled 
and the opposition took its turn. 
Nathan Newby moved the passage 
of a resolution pledging the commit- 
tee as a body or any of its executives 
in their official capacity to refrain 
from endeavoring to influence Federal 
patron . 

Handley, in supporting the Newby 
resolution, declared there had been 
“curious manipulations” in connection 
with the candidacw of Federal office- 
seekers. “I shall refrain at this time 
from going into details,” he said, “but 
if the resolution fails and certain oth- 
ers go through I shall not hesitate to 
be more explicit on the floor of this 
meeting.” 

J. Harvey McCarthy objected to the 
resolution or any proposition to throw 
the question of Federal patronage 
wide open. Miss Cora Foy of the 
Woman's League said she preferred 
that the committee would not indorse 
anybody. Simons attacked the Newby 
resolution vigorously. We must trust 
somebody,” he declared, “and we do

SAN PEDRO, April 26.—Clarence 
Matson, Sécretary of the Harbor 
Commission, has replied to the letter 
from the Chamber of Commerce ask- 
ing whether or not the plans for the 
transit freight shed on municipal 
wharf No. 1, have ever been approved 
by E. P. Goodrich, the city’s consult- 
ing engineer. He admits that the 
original plans called for a two-story 
warehouse back of the wharf, but has 
failed to reply to the question asked 
by the Chamber of Commerce, wheth- 
er or not the change in plans has 
been approved by Goodrich. 

“The Harbor Advisory Board has 
determined that a one-story shed will 
be sufficient, in view of other plans 
for warehouses,” writes Mr. Matson, 
but he does not explain whether or 
not Mr. Goodrich has ever approved 
of the determination of the board. 
His letter follows:

Pedro Chamber of Commerce, San 
Pedro, Cal. Dear Sir:—Your com- 
munication under date of Apri! 
addressed to the Harbor Advisory 
Board, reached me after last week's 
meeting of the board; therefore it 
came before the board yesterday, and 
T was inetructed to reply thereto. 

The outer harbor wharf, as planned 
by Mr. Goodrich, is to have a mini- 
mum deck-load tapacity of 600 pounds 
live load per square foot, but the 
elimination of the cluster piles, which 
you refer to, has no connection what- 
ever with the capacity of the wharf, 
as they were to be located in the rear 
of the wharf. 

The first tenative plans provided 
for a two-story shed back of that 
postion of the wharf, and the cluster 

nes were intended for additional 
oundations for such shed.

The pro tion has met with —— 
enthusiastic and widesvread approval 
that other towns contiguous to Los 
Angeles are ready to join the move- 
ment and the committee has taken 
this into consideration in studying 
the situation.

ELEVATOR-PLAN SUTT. 


Alex M. Stewart and James C. 
Stewart, operating under the firm 
name of James Stewart Co. af

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out by the advocates of the district 
plan. In support of their con- 
tention that they are the logical cus- 
tomers for the city’s surplus, they say 
their proposition solves every prob- 
lem in the way of Los Angeles secur- 
ing full and immediate returns from 
its $24,000,000 investment. They do 
not ask this city to build their pipe 
lines for them. With other districts 
which they believe will be formed, 
all the aqueduct water will be in de- 
mand and every gallon will pay its 
mite toward the maintenance and 
cost of the aystem, makirg possible at 
the same time the development of 
power in accordance with the plans 
of the aqueduct engincers. 

HELP PAY FOR AQUEDUCT. 

F. A. Powell of the San Fernando 
committee looks even farther ahead. 
“We are not only prepared,” he said 
last night, “to build our own system 
and pay for the water, but ultimately 
we expect to pay a share of the cost 
f the aqueduct system itself. The 
Greater Los Angeles of the future is 
going to reach out and encompass us. 
I believe all the districts which might 
be considered as customers for Los 
Angeles water will some time be an- 
nexed to the city. Then as citizens 
and taxpayers of Los Arigeles we shall 
have to pay our share of the money 
required to retire the aqueduct 
bonds.” 

Assistant Chief Engineer IAppin- 
cott of the aqueduct in a letter to 
the San Fernando committee empha- 
sizes the mutual advantage to Los 
Angeles and the valley districts of 
the district plan and urges that the 
aqueduct water be put to work in 
that locality without delay. In this 
connection he said: 

LIPPINCOTT’S VIEWS. 


“With adequate irrigation the valley 
is capable of supporting in comfort 
aun inhabitant to the acre, or 100,900 
souls. You should have half a doz- 
en towns of the size of Riverside and 
Pomona. It ts folly to talk of your 
having enough water or of not need- 
ing water for the growth of crops. No 
experienced Californian believes that 
and it will work your destruction to 
talk it. You can't grow citrus crops 
at a profit with half a water supply 
or other classes‘of crops with no wa- 
ter supply and pay interest on any-

thing like present land values. With 
water there is no more fertile or fa- 
vored valley either in California or 
anywhere else in the United States 
than the San Fernando. It combines 
ite intrinsic merit with its contrast 
with the best and most rapidly-grow- 
ing city west of the Missouri River. 

“T advise the appointment of the 
strongest possible committee to work 
at once for the formation of irriga- 
on districts that can be most ad- 
vantageously served as shown by the 
reporta of the board of consulting 
engineers on the distribution of aque- 
duct water. These districts in my 
opinion should vote bonds to pay for 
their own distribution system ‘and for 
their share in the San Fernando Val- 
ley reservoirs. Their water contracts 
should be protected by a policy look- 
ing toward annexation to the city of 
Los Angeles. There should be no 
quibbling about taxes, local pride, or 
water rates. You have to have the 
water. Without it your valley will 
utterly fall of its proper develop- 
ment.” 

ON ENGINEERS’ ADVICE. 


The valley committee is following 
very closely along the lines suggested 
by the Aqueduct Committee of Ad- 
visory Engineers. This committee, 
composed of J. H. Quinton, W. H. 
Code and Homer Hamlin, submitted 
in its report a comprehensive plan 
for the distribution of the surplus 
waters of the aqueduct and described 
the near-by districts which could eco- 
nomically and profitably be served 
and which would require all the wa- 
ter the city has to sell. 

Quinton, Code and Hamlin esti- 
mate the ultimate total water re- 
sources of Los Angeles at 560 sec- 
ond feet or 28,000 miners’ inches. 
This estimate Includes eighty second 
feet to be derived from the surface 
stream and water pumped from the 
underflow of the Los Angeles River 
and return water ageregating eighty 
second feet in case San Fernando 
Valley is irrigated. 

They say the ultimate needs of the 
city within its present Iimits cannot 
exceed 180 second feet, which would

Assuming that an allowance of one 
inch constant flow to 7.5 acres is suf- 
ficient for either domestic or irriga- 
tion purposes, which is the estimate 
made by Chief Engineer Mulholland 
as well as the advisory engineers, the 
total net area of the districts which 
can be irrigated from the avatiable 
water supply, exclusive of the city’s 
needs within its present limits will be 
135,000 acres. 

The plan suggested by the eng- 
neers and upon which the San Fer- 
nando committee is working makes 
the following allotments: Maclay dis- 
trict, 4000 acres; Pacoima, 5000 acres; 
Fernando, 16,500 acres; Mission, 
5000 acres; Chatsworth, 30,580 
acres; Glendale, 5000 acres; Provi- 
dencia, 18,000 acres; Cahuenga, 30. 
000 acres; Pasadena, South Pasa- 
dena and Alhambra, 11,250 acres; 
Bairdstown, 2670 acres. This allot- 
ment was supplemented with the sug- 
gestion that when the return waters 
are available from the Irrigated dis- 
tricts in the high lands the city wil) 
have an additional sypply of 4000 
inches which would be avallable for 
the Redondo and Inglewood districts. 


SPECIAL ADVANTAGE. 


In commenting on the special ad- 
vantages in selling water to San Fer- 
nando Valley, Engineers Code, Quin- 
ton and Hamlin say: 

“Some of the water used for irri- 
gation is sure to sink deep into the 
ground, and we estimate that at least 
one-fourth of all the water used in 
the San Fernando Valley will eventu- 
ally return to the Los Angeles River 
as underflow, and can be utilized a 
second time. This return water 16 
just as valuable as water direct from 
the aqueduct. 

“On account of the return water, 
and for other reasons, it is highly 
desirable that the San Fernando Val. 
ley should have an adequate allow- 
ance of water for irrigation. The San 
Fernando Valley is the only place 
where water can be used in territory 
contiguous to Los Angeles, which ad- 
mits of the economical handling of 
return water. In all other areas the

Ants that Make Breed. 

[Omaha World Herald: J The re- 
markable habits of the harvester ants 
are being studied by European scien- 
tists. Certain species not only gath- 
er and store in granaries the seeds 
upon which they feed, but actually 
plant and cultivate an annual crop. 
Prof. Neger of the well-known for- 
estry school near Dresden, goes so far 
as to assert that one variety known 
as the Messor barbarus, not only cuts 
leaves and gathers seeds, but actually 
makes a certain kind of bread and 
biseuit. 

The seeds are first sprouted, then 
carried into the sun and dried, after 
which they are taken back to the un- 
derground chambers, where they are 
chewed into dough. This is Anal 
made into tiny cakes, which are bake! 
in the sun; then carefully stored aw’ 
for future use. The saliva with wh'ch 
the ant moistens the grain probably 
takes the place of yeast, sweetening 
through the changes set up in the 
starch by the sun's action.

GROW ON THE DESERT. 
Scientist's . Rediscovery of the 
the Mother Grain May Clothe in 
Verdure Burning Wastes of the 
Great Southwest—Govrernment to 
Begin Experiments in Near Future. 


Los Angeles as a great grain port, 
drawing the cereal of a now dry, un- 
productive hinterland into its hopper 


| for distribution the world over, is the 
alluring possibility held forth by Dr. 
Aaron Aaronsohn's discovery, or per- 
haps one shduld say re-discovery, of 
wild wheat, the parent of the present 
effeminated biood-thinned article from 
which we make our bread. 

For years there has been a search 
for a grain that would flourish under 
the arid or semi-arid conditions ob- 
taining over the better portionof Utah. 
Arizona, Nevada and New Mexico. 
Kaffir corn, shallu, and others have 
been imported from climes where 
conditions approximate those in our 
arid belt, but none of them have been 
flour- producing grains. 

Because it is wheat, Dr. Aaronsohn's 
digcovery is of the first importance, 
particularly as experiments made by 
him, as well as by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, demon- 
strate that it has the constitution and 
disease-resisting powers of the most“ 
stubborn weed. Moreover, the fact 
that it was found in a flourishing 
condition on the desert sfopes of 
Mount Hermon in Palestine positively 
proves that but little water is needed 
for its development. ap 

At present thousands of acres of 
land in the West are given Over to 
the sage hen and the coyete for the 
reason that nothing useful will grow 
thereon. Planted to wild wheat, or 
to the possible more highly developed 
article that may be developed through 
seed selection, they may blossom as 
the rose. There are also many acres 
jo which water may be brought in 
small quantities, not sufficient to grow 
alfalfa, but possibly sufficient to 
furnish incentive for wild wheat to 
exceed itself in productiveness, just 
as the wild crab, pruned and tended, 
produces fruit that bears but faint 
resemblance to pugkery, knoéty 
fruit of the waste places. 

All this is more or less of a rosy 
dream, but it is at least suggestive 
of the possibilities that are in Dr. 
Aaronsohn's discovery. 

Some years ago iM was suggested 
that the Panama Canal might make 
this city a great grain port.

Howard and other local grain dealers 
punctured this dream by pointing out 
that we are importers, not exporters 
of grain, that under present condi- 
tion we must rely on Kansas and

AT PROSPERITY. 


Excise Collections Increase in 
Pour Years Estimated at One Hun- 
dged Per Cent—Sixteen Hundred 
Concerns Liable to Assessment. 
Prompt Returns Reported. 


— — 


The collection ot the corporation 
tax in the Los Angeles (Sixth) dis- 
trict is approaching completion, and 
the figures available now show that 
the increase, payable on business 
transacted during the year 1912, will 
indicate a substantial gain in ali kinds 
of corporations provided for by the 
excise law. | 

Collector Parker says he is more 


than pleased with the attitude of the 


corporations within his jurisdiction, 
in making prompt returns, end the 
fact that they show a wonderful 
growth is also a source of official and 
personal congratuiation. 

Under the law all corporations do- 
ing business in the district must make 
returns, but only those whose income 
exceeds $5000 are required to pay the 
tax. There are approximately 8000 
corporations im the district, and it is 
estimated that one in five is amenable 
to the payment of the Federal fee- 
This would make about 1600 corpora- 
tions of all kinds to be assessed. 
These returns are to be made dur- 
ing January, February and March of 
each year, but in some instances they 
are allowed to run until the Ist of 
May for good cause appearing, on the 
order of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; but as a usual thing ll the col- 
lections are made ninety 
days following January 1. 
lowing will show the receipts by 
months, during the past four collec- 
tion periods: 

1909—January, $6780.83; Febru- 
ary, $124,828.17; March, $58,423.86; 
total for the year, $200,027.86. 
1916—January, $17,879.88; Febru-

Meeting James Matthew Barrie, 
the Author Hastened Her Recogni- 
tion as a Star, in Plays of Great 
Popularity, Thanks to Her Emi- 
nent Artistry.

“For them there was no question of 
glory or fortune,” writes a historian 
on the subject of actors and actresses 
of long ago. “They lived simply and 
happily if only they came to the end 
of the year without having gone to 
prison, and if only at, the end of their 
life they saw their children growing 


courage they derived in part from the 
bottle, in part from religion. From 
time to time a great artist came forth. 
The others remained tied to their 
stakes revolving ceaselessly within the 
orbits of their chains.” 

Time and again, people have tried 
to analyze the contributing causes to 
Miss Adams's success. Some have 
credited it to charm, others to per- 


nese, some to a note in her voice and 
still others to a combination of these 
things. Walter Eaton explained his 
idea of her success something after 
this fashion: “As you enter the thea- 
ter Maude Adams smiles upon you, 
takes you by the hand and gently 
seats you. Then she proposes to 
mother you—that is all, just mothers 
you and it feels good to be mothered 
by Maude Adams.“ 

When a manager receives a contract 
for the appearance of Maude Adams 
at his house he usually smiles. Here 
is one attraction that ts going to fill 
his theater. The public that. is 80 
loyal to the actress never disappoints. 

A little incident shows how the ac- 
tress is regarded by the business men 
in the profession. Several managers 
were booking their attractions and 
were discussing conditions. It was re- 
marked that a certain section was in 
bad shape fmancially and giving next 
ta no business to the touring com- 
panies. Why.“ interposed a young 
man present, “Maude Adams has been 
going through that State and turning 
people away.“ An elderly man gave 
the youngster a look of commisera- 
tion and quietly remarked, That was 
Maude Adams.” 

No one gets any credit for Maude 
Adams's success, but the little lady 

herself, and this is as it ought to be. 
Lueck has played no part in her career. 
There has been opportunity and she 
proved equal to it. The nearest ap- 
proach to luck was when James 
Matthew Barrie saw her for the first 


time. 

Barrie, practically unknown, had 
written a novel, The Little Minister.“

play in the story. Barrie was sure 
that the thing was impossible, but 
he visited Frohman in his New York 
office. While waiting for the mana- 
ger Barrie went into the theater to see 
a bit of “Rosemary.” which John 
Drew was playing at the time. He 
sat out the play and finding the man- 
ager, said that he was prompted to 
make a “try” at the play providing 
the young woman he saw with Mr. 
Drew played Lady Babbie. The young 
woman, Drew's leading actress, was 
Maude Adams. This play started Bar- 
rie on a successful career as a play- 
wright, made Frohman rich and at 
any event hastened the establishment 
of Maude Adams as a star. 

It is undoubtedly true that the ac- 
tress is a very wealthy woman, but 
there is nothing on record to show 
that she cares much for money. 

Maude Adams declines to be lured 
into off-stage popularity. She is not 
what foolish people term a “good fel- 
low"—who is usually a very bad 
actor. 

She is a little, homelike woman, 
with gentle graces, shy and retiring. 
She reads a great deal and loves ev- 
erything about the theater. It is

While efforts were being 
made to restore the apparently 
drowned boy to consciousness 
means of artificial respiration, a man 
named Thomas Cummings, who had 
been deprived of speech two years 
earlier, as the result of an accident, 
pushed through the crowd merely out 
of curiosity. As soon as he saw the 
prostrate boy, although not in any 
way related to him, the sight gave 
him such a shock that his speech 
suddenly returned, and he fell to the 
ground in a state of collapse. Upon 
recovering he continued to speak 
freely, and has suffered no further 
impediment since. 

One of the most amazing cases was 
that of Walter Speck, a resident of 
Gloucester, who eight years est 
his power of speech through the shock 
occasioned by the death of his father. 
For several weeks his wife was only 
able to understand him by watching 
the movements of hie lips, and he 
gave up all hope of ever recovering 
his speech. Being a football enthu- 
siast, he one day witnessed a Glou- 
cester versus Cheltenham match, and 
when the city team scored, Speck, in 
his excitement, forgot that he had 
been deprived of his voice, and at- 
tempted to cheer with the rest of the 
crowd. To his amazement and that 
of his friends, his shout was heard 
above that of any of those standing 
near. Since then Speck has been able 
to converse as well as ever, and there 
is no likelihood of his speech failing 
him. 
One of the medical journals tells 
how the fear of an accident was once 
the means of restoring speech to a 
dumb man. J. Moore of Gosport, had 
been dumb for years, When, on re- 
turning home one evening his »icycle 
skidded. In his alarm he shouted 
and was so startled and surprised at 
hearing his voice that he called out 
again and again, until he was con- 
vinced that his long-lost voice had 
come back to him. 

Tt not many years since a re- 
markable case of dumbness excited 
great interest in medical circles in 
Germany. Twelve months earlier a 
Bavarian cattle dealer had been kicked 
by a horse, with the result that he 
completely lost the use of his voice. 
A year later he was riding a doomed 
horse to the knacker’s yard, when the 
animal, who clearly had plenty of life 
left in him, began to kick and plunge 
in a dangerous manner. man, 
we are told, lost his head completely 
in wild excitement, and after a few 
minutes began to talk, completely re- 
gaining his speech, to the boundless 


astonishment of his friends.

Crouch is a gunemith and ilock- 
smith. He is an expert on opening 
safes and has never yet found one 
that he cannot open with ease, and 
he has opened many of them when 
others failed. So he was sent for to 
open the “loaded” safe at Council 
Hm. It was no new job for him. He 
had opened other safes with enough 
nitdoglycerin in them to blow them 
to pieces. 

He spread a rug on the floor and 
under the safe.

As a 
recent writer has sald: “The great 
sandy desert of Gobi has been looked 
on as the dwelling place of malignant 
beings from the days of hoary antiq- 
ulty.“ All luckless travelers in this 
region, from the days of Marco Polo 
onward, have recorded strange stories 
of weird beings that inhabit the 
depths of the wastes.

Valentine Richards is the most suc- 
cessful man in the world. The sweep 
of that statement is no wider than 
its truth. Yet a large part of the 
world which he serves and in which 
he excels has never heard of him. 

Tomorrow he sails for Europe, as 
a delegate-at-large to the Interna- 
tional Agricultural Conference, which 
meets in Rome on May 10. Vinvent 
Astor, Senator Fletcher of Florida, 
and William C. Brown, president of 
the New York Central Railroad, also 
are delegates. From Rome, the 
American commissioners, of whom 
there are seventy-five, will go to Ger- 
many, France, Denmark, Russia, 
England, Ireland, and the Balkan 
States to study co-operative efforts 
and rural credita. 

Among his compeers and his clients 
Mr. Richards is wn as the land 
and industrial t of a Morgan 
railroad company that operates 10,- 
000 miles of track. His is a buzzing 
and a bustling sort of a job, neces- 
sarily. The richest soll on earth, gen- 
tlemen and homeseeckers, and an 
that sort of moonshine. But the 
strange part of it is that Mr. Rich- 
arcs has no land for sale. Not at 
$10,000 a rod, were any sucn offer 


ever to be made. 

Indeed, he is an acreless land agent, 
but is so busy t he keeps fifty 
subordinates on the jump most of 
the time. Men have been land agents 
ever since railroads in die West were 
bonused with imperial reaches of the 
public domain. But there has been

He has 
wrought with a great idea for thirty 
yeare——an idea nebulous at first, but 
finally to grow into a policy ahd to 
be a law unto all his work. 

By and in himeelf, Mr. Richards 
is a big man.

Now that his 
Philosophy, his conscience, and ht 
upbuilding achievements are being ac- 
cepted and imitated by other railroads 
than J. P. Morgan's, he has become 
a very important man.

A tabor Union Oversight. . 

{American Industries:| An inter- 
esting amendment to the New York 
State labor law proposes to abolish 
the imposition of fines by employers 
tor any reason wWhatsoever. It shall 
be unlawful, it reads, for any em- 
ployer, individual, co-pertnership or 
corporation, to impose any fine upon 
a person in his. tts, or their employ 
for any dereliction of duty. violation 
of rules. of fer any other reason, or 
to make any deduction from the wages 
or compensation of such person for 
any such reason, or to diminish the 
agreed wages due at any time to 
such workman in leu of such fine: 
n person, firm, so- partnership. or cor- 
poration violating the provision of 
thie section shall te guilty of a mi- 
demeanor. 

The amendment lacks an important 
corollary. Tt should provide that al) 
fines assessed by the rules of the un- 
lon to which a workman may be- 
long. for increasing the dafly out- 
put, for instance, in bricklaying, type- 
setting, molding or any other trade, 
shall be paid by the employer.

“Call the man a Scotch farmer and 
I shall relate the particulars of a case 
that comes into my mind by your 
question.

I sent his letter to our 
London representative. Nethins 
came of it.

The man has succeeded, and his wife 
and children are happy. He has 
written home to his brothers and has 
advised them to sell out and move to

If he 
has a surplus of corn, we transport it 
to market. That's my idea of the rall- 
way business.“ 

HOW FARMERS ARE SIZED UP. 

“Do you sell farms to settlers?” 

“Never. A buyer comes into my of- 
fice. I talk with him and get his 
measure. I learn where he comes 
from and what he can do. Then I 
try to fit him into a similar but a bet- 
ter situation, I teil him of the farms 
which I think will suit his needs and 
capacities. Naturally, our sympathies 
are with the buyer and not the seller, 
and we try to safeguard his interests. 
He consults with us freely and we 
give him the best advice we can. Not 
long ago a man thought he would like 
to settle in Alabama. We would have 
collected a tidy sum for carrying his 
family and household goods to that 
part of the country. I located him, 
however, within fifteen miles of Wash-

ASHINGTON, April 13.— An 
W odd and stimulating personality 

has become Secretary of War. 
The judical office often gives a nor- 
mally cheerful man the countenance 
of a misanthrope under the delusion 
that gloominess is majesty. Lindley 
Murray Garrison was on the bench 
for nine years. He mounted the wool- 
sack and came down again without 
change of aspect or character. Old 
inhabitants of Southwestern New 
Jersey say that he is the image in 
body, face and manner of Dr. Garri- 
son, locally famous grandfather. 
Three generations of Gloucester 
county people appeared, wrestled with 
disease, and at last surrended to death 
under the ministrations of Dr. Garri- 
son.

Persons who remember 
im say that he was a stocky man of 
medium stature, with a low brow, a 
tangle of thick hair, and dark eyes 
of peculiar brilliance. He read medi- 
cal literature at a time when few 
physicians looked into anything but 
text-books and only then in. cases 
which could not be diaenosticated 
readily.

Unlike them, Dr. Garrison studied 
constantly.

Plenty of ancient settlers 
recollect seeing him in the rural high- 
ways, sitting lengthwise in the seat 
of his wide buggy, his lines wrapped 
around the whipsocket, and his team

1 
sweep them all aside and get right 
down to the facts. That is independ- 
ence, you say. I'should call it some- 
thing else. Independence is an 
achicvement or a pretense. Effort is 
réquired. I claim no moral or intel- 
lectual credit for the peculiar quality 
of my mind, any more than I can 
claim responsibility for my height or 
the color of my eyes. I was born as 
I am, and there the case ends, so far 
as I am concerned. I'll listen, but I 
must do the analyzing and judging 
myself.

{New York Times ] The results of 
the first series of experiments with 
the divining rod before the Congress 
of Experimental Psychology at Paris 
are considered remarkable. The first 
tests were devoted to examining the 
diviners claims to be able to detect 
underground cavities. 

Four wielders of the mysterious rod 
were taken to a disused quarry in 
Vincennes Wood and were invited to 
point out the subterranean galleries 
and shafts and to show their direction. 
A large and distinguished number of 
scientists and members of the Minis- 
try of Agriculture were present. Ar- 
maud Vire, City Surveyor, who was 
the only man who knew the exact po- 
sition of the abandoned tunnels tested 
the results. 

A peasant from South France was 
the first diviner. He carried a long, 
supple hazel wand with a forked end, 
which he kept near the ground, and 
walked forward, his wand trembling 
slightly. The fork suddenly twitched. 
The peasant announced that the cavity 
begins here;“ then indicated the Um- 
ite of the civity, 1 “it ile fifty feet 
deep and quite dry.“ These details 
were found to be correct. 

An even better performance was 
that of another diviner, who gave the 
exact position of four underground 
galleries and estimated the depth of 
each gallery within an inch. Another 
pointed to a subterranean spring. As 
a final test the diviner who pointed to 
the four galleries allowed himself to 
be led to the same ground blindfold, 
with the same result. Besides the 
classical hazel wood, whalebone, bam- 
boo and copper were among the ma- 
terials used for the wands. 

In the afternoon there were tests 
diviners. claiming to locate metal. In 
the garden of the Chateau Mirabeau, 
outside Paris, a mass of copper was 
buried at one point and iron at anoth- 
er in such a way that it was impossible 
to tell that the ground had been dis- 
turbed. The competitors told of the 
existence of the buried metals. 

Tests of waterfinding were made at 
Sartrouville, where two springs, the 
positions of which were only known to 
the judge, were sought, as well as the 
water supply of the city, which passes 
under the district. Although conditions 
were made difficult by bad weather 
the results are considered conclusive, 
the competitors having not only shown 
the positions of the springs, but also 
their approximate output.

The Little Simian Too Smart for 
the Dangerous Snake and Wasily

when dealing with snakes. Natural- 
ists assure us that an intelligent 
puppy knows, somehow, that snakes 
mav be venomous, and treats them 
accordingly If he attacks a snake 
he does it with a series of quick 
jumps and receils, and continually 
jerks hie head upward to avoid a 
possible dart from the serpent. 

A horse. kills a snake by leaping 
upon it with all four feet kept to- 
gether, so that the snake's fangs can 
find nothing but the horny hoof to 
strike into. The knowledge of these 
Spe al tactics ig a part of the Iinatinct 
of al) animals. 

There is on record an interesting 
example of how a monkey treats a 
snake.

The mon- 
key slowly left his perch in the forks 
of the tree, and quietly, with t 
caution, moved downward un he 
had approached withim about two 
feet of the reptile.

Then he took a 
firmer h.ld of the tree with one arm 
and wrapped’ his tail closely arc und 
the trunk.

The witness who observed 
this curious scene was for a time in 
doubt whether the monkey had a 
realization of the dangerous charac- 
ter of lis adversary.

Mt. Mazama Once Towered High 

Above Mt. Hood in Oregon, but 

Later Sank Into the Marth. 

[United States Geological Survey: } 
The highest mountain in Oregon is 
Mt. Hood, 11,225 feet above sea level. 
Compared with Mt. Whitney, to the 
south in California, and Mt. Rainier, 
to the north in Washington, each 
rising well above 14,000 feet, Mt. 
Hood does not appear as a skyscraper. 
However, according to the geologists 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, and other authorities, Oregon 
had at one time, probably before the 
dawn of life upon the earth, a great 
voleano which towered as far above 
Mt. Hood as does Mt. Rainier, possibly 
even several thousand feet higher. 
This was the great Mt. Mazama. But 
thousands of years ago this mountain 
disappeared into the bowels of the 
earth and all that is left today is the 
huge rim around Crater Lake. 

Crater Lake is the caldera of this 
extinct and collapsed volcano and is 
nearly six miles in diameter. The 
inside walls of the rim, of the ancient 
mountain are in places nearly 4000 
feet high and almost perpendicular, 
The lake itself is in places 2000 feet 
deep and parts of the wall rise above 
its water another 2000 feet. A restor- 
ation of the mountain in fancy, using 
as a basis the angles of the lower 
slopes, which still remain, shows that 
the apex could net have deen far 
from 15,000 feet in height, so that 
Mt. Mazama was one of the most lofty

WHY TRUSTS GO TO NEW JERSEY. 


“Has New Jersey, under its seven 
new laws, ceased to be the headquar- 
ters of trusts?” 

“That is like asking a man when he 
quit beating his wife. I can't discuss 
statutes just fresh on the books. 
Come around later. But I shall make 
some pertinent observations. New 
Jersey has been named the mother of 
trusts. The appellation is a missuse 
of words. Our laws have not been 
unlike the laws of more than a dozen 
other States. We have permitted 
ome corporation to own shares of an- 
other corporation. Laws elsewhere 
have contained the same provision. 
Nevertheless, the organizers of trusts, 
as you term them, flocked into New 
Jersey from every direction. The 
reason is clear to us, but is wholly 
misunderstood by the rest of the 
country. Here is the explanation: 
The makers of trustea have known 
that the judges of our State would 
follow the law regardless of public 
feeling or heir own opinions. Judger 
can break the law, the same as citt- 
Zens can put it aside when it is to 
their own interest. New Jersey 
Judges accept the laws as they come 
from the Legislature. They take 
nothing away; they put nothing in. 
Our judges, having been appointed, 
are independent men.

“In Constan- 
inople,” says Mr. Murphey, “I met a 
buyer for a New England plush man- 
ufacturer. He told me that he had 
made fifteen trips te the capital of 
Turkey to buy the wool taken from 
the mohair goat, which is marketed 
there. During years of dealings with 
the Moslems he has mastered the art 
of doing business: with the Turk in the 
Turk's way, but when at first he tried 
to buy his goods on the ordinary prin- 
ciples of business recognized in Amer- 
ica his experience was disastrous.

The Moslem seller 
called and said that he deeply re- 
gretted the mistake he had made, for 
by selling at stipulated sum he 
would lose money.
